SITUATION IN PHONE 
STRIKE IS UNCHANGED 


President Konenkamp and 
Postmaster General 
Burleson Answer Sug- 
gestion of Mayor Key 
for Arbitration Board. 


Announcement from President 
Konenkamp that he will call out 
the Commercial Telegraphers’ union 
today in a nation-wide strike was 
the chief development Friday. 

The striking operators who, with 
other labor unions, held many 
meetings and rallies in the Labor 
temple during the day, expressed 
themselves as highly pleased over 
the situation of the day, declaring 
their union on the road to a speedy 
and decisive victory over the West- 
ern Union. 

On the other hand, the officials of 
the telegraph company di flare the 
full strength of the C. T. %*%A. has 
been shown in the st...:e that was 
ordered for the southeastern states 
last night, and that a nation-wide 
order will accomplish little more for 
this union, which the company offi- 
cials say is not organized to any 
effective degree of strength except 
in portions of the southeast. 


Burleson’s Announcement. 

The announcement from Postmas- 
ter General Burleson that, he 
had not relinquished his control of 
the wire systems of the country 
was a topic of interesting specula- 
tion among the officials of the tel- 
ephone and telegraph companies, 
as well as the union leaders, and 
the questions of jurisdiction and 
procedure under the changed phase 
of the situation were freely dis- 
cussed. No opinions, however, were 
ventured as to the result of Mr. 
Burleson’s announcement. 

Enthusiastic claims ere made 
Friday night by the s ing teleg- 
raphers as to the progress of their 
strike that is now being enforced in 
the southeastern states, and while 
no official figures wexe given as to 
the exact number out, the number 
was variously estimated between 3,- 
000 and 7,000, 

The Western Union officials were 
confident of the early failure of 
the strike, and declared that a na- 
tidn-wide walkout would affect the 
situation but little, explaining that 
the C. T. U. A., the union to which 
the strike is now confined, had 
practically shown its strength. 

“we have lost a total of 288 
men,” said General Manager Her- 
bert C. Worthen last night, “160 of 
whom are in Atlanta offices, and 128 
outside the city in this division. An 
order for a nation-wide strike by 
President Konenkamp would change 
the situation not at all in this city 
and in this division, as the C. T. U. 
A. has pulled out about ail the men 
that the union can expect to obey 
a strike order. The union has no 
organization in the big cities of 
the east, north, or west, and prac- 
tically mone at all in the smaller 
places. We do not look for a gen- 
eral strike order to change the sit- 
uation to any appreciable degree.”

Washington, June 6.—The senate 
today unanimously adopted the 
Hitchcock resolution ordering an 
investigation of the “leak” through 
which copies of the treaty reached 
New York interests, and the John- 
son resolution calling upon the 
state department to submit to the 
senate a copy of the text of the 
treaty as it was handed to the Ger- 
man ~-eace delegates. resolu. 
tions were adopted without a rec- 
ord vote. 

The vote on the Hitchcock resolu- 
tion came after the acting minority 
leader had made three attempts to 
bring it up, and after the republic- 
ans, following a heated debate be- 
tween Senators Lodge and Hitch- 
cock, had abandoned an effort to 
force the adoption of a substitute 
for it, in which Senators Lodge and 
Borah were not mentioned as hav- 
ing originally made the charges 
upon the floor of the senate that 
copies of the treaty were in the 
-hands of powerful financial inter- 
ests in Wall street. 


Democrats Caught Napping. 

The Johnson resolution 
adopted when the republicans 
caught the democrats napping. 
was called up by Senator Johnson, 
republican, of California, its spon- 
sor, immediately after the morning 
hour. With only a handful of sen- 
ators, including only three demo- 
crats, present on the floor, he moved 
its immediate adoption. 

Senator Lodge, the republican 
leader of the senate, held a long 
conference this morning with Act- 
ing Secretary of State Polk at the 
stat ~:partment. At its conclusivn, 
neither would discuss what tran- 
spired between them. 

Acting Secretary Polk will send

As soon as the state rested its

AT MEETING HERE 
AGAINST POGROMS 


A large mass meeting will be held 
in the Atlanta theater on Monday 
night to, protest against the Polish 
pogroms against the Jews that are 
now going on in Poland. Accord- 
ing to authoritative information in 
the hands of the joint distribution 
committee, the Zionist organization 
of America, and other such bodies, 
the Polish Jews are now the vic- 
tims of a series of massacres such 
as have never before been known 
in the history of this people. 


The brutality of these pogroms, it | 


is stated, exceeds anything done by 
the Germans in Belgium during the 
war. The pogroms are usually 
started by the Polish legioneers, 


led by their offieers, and it ends up 
in a free-for-all affair, where no 
age or sex is spared. Thousands of 
Jews are being ruthlessly ruined, 
and hundreds are being murdered in 
absolute cold blood, it is claimed. 
One of the most terrible massacres 
that ever occurred was in Lem- 
berg, where the Polish legioneers, 
after disarming the Jewish Soldiers 
under false pretensions, conducted a 
ei slaughter that is indesriba- 
yle. 

As an instance of Polish justice 
can be cited the affair at Pinsk.
